—maybe misshaped is the 
word—modern thinking about | 
America’s instability. It fos- 
ters the fears of the London | 
Economist and the hopes of | 
Comrade Khrushchev’s econo- | 
mists. 

To be sure, America has had 
{ts economic bumps in the past 
—periodic bumps. In 1900 un- 
employment averaged 8.7 ‘per 
cent of all non-farm employes. 
A brief depression. . In 1904, 
another mild drop in produc- 
tion. Unemployment rose to 
7.9 per cent. Then, in 1907-8, 
the failure of the Knickerbock- 
er Trust Co. in New York, pre- 
cipitated a wave of bank clos- 
ings. Investment confidence 
was badly shaken. Railroads 
went into receivership, Unem- 
ployment rose to 12.5 per cent 
of the non-farm labor force. 
Real hardship. Breadlines. 

Forerunner of ’29. 

For several years the econ- 
omy limped along. Mild re- 
vival. Mild decline. No real 
oomph. Unemployment ranged 
from 7“per cent to 9 per cent. 
People wrote letters to Con- 
gress, ministers preached ser- 
mons, and union leaders bitter- 
ly complained about the inse- 
curity of American labor. In 
1914 unemployment climbed to 
12 per cent of non-farm work- 
ers. In 1915 it averaged 14 per 
cent, Then came war orders 
from Europe and revival. 

Here was the beginning of 
the notion that only war busi- 
ness could keep American 
plants and workers fully occu- 
pied—a notion that was rein- 
forced in 1939 when England 
and France rushed orders to 
combat Hitler. Unemployment 
dropped sharply—to less than 
2 per cent, only 560,000 work- 
ers, in 1918. 

And Then Came ’29. 

Four good years — 1916 
through '19. The silk shirt era. 
Then the postwar depression. 
Unemployment rose to 5,000,000 
in 1921, nearly 17 per cent of 
non-farm workers, and dropped 
to 3,220,000 in 1922 and to l,- 
380,000 in 1923. So, for more 
than six years, comparative 
prosperity—to 1929.

MONEY SMUGGLING CHARGED 


CAIRO, April 1 (AP) — 
Seventy-six persons, including 
Britens, French and stateless

The agency said the money 
had been smuggled to Lebanon 
and Switzerland in the last 
year.

Easter Lily Coffe Cake 


An Authority Gives the Answers to Ten Questions Which Puzzle Homemakers About Baking 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the 
ninth in a series of articles de- 
signed to bring homemakers the 
answers to questions which may 
have puzzled them concerning 
various foods. Top authorities 
in each field were asked to pre- 
pare, exclusively for this news- 
paper, a list of questions which 
they receive most frequently 
from consumers and to give the 
authoritative answers.

Q. What are the effects and 
reasons for processing of flour 
such as bromating, bleaching 
and enriching? 

A. Bromating is a harmless 
process primarily used to as- 
sure more uniform quality in 
baked foods. It meets the ap- 
proval of the Food and Drug 
Administration. Bleaching i$ a 
process for aging flour by treat- 
ing it with harmless maturing 
agents. These agents improve 
the baking quality. Stored flour 
gradually becomes white by ex- 
posure to oxygen in the air, 
but waiting for flour to mature 
in this way is costly because of 
the time and storage space 
needed.

The traditional and the mod- 
ern are blended in this recipe 
for a Greek Style Easter Bread 
made in a pretty petal shape.

A. Too much liquid or too 
little will cause a rubbery 
layer. Use a liquid measuring 
cup that has a rim above the 
cup mark. Place the cup at eye 
level when measuring. 

Sift flour once before meas- 
uring: spoon lightly into a 
standard measuring cup; level 
with straight-edged knife or 
spatula,

medium speed. Use a rubber 
scraper to scrape the Sides 
and bottom of the bow], so that 
all batter is well mixed.

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Memo to the Voters 


St. Louisans will go to the polls Tuesday to 
elect a Mayor, a Comptroller, aldermen in the 
14 odd-numbered wards and four members of 
the Board of Education. They also will pass on 
a proposed amendment to the Missouri 
Constitution. 

Here in summary form are recommendations 
of the Post-Dispatch on the more important 
contests and on the constitutional amendment. 
Most of these issues previously have been dis- 
cussed in some detail on this page. 

MAYOR: On his record of excéptional ac- 
complishment and his sound, constructive lead- 
ership over the last four years Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker clearly has earned re-election over 
Richard J. Mehan, a young lawyer of virtually 
no experience in municipal affairs. 

If re-elected, the Mayor can be expected to 
lead the campaign for adoption of the proposed 
new City Charter that Freeholders have been 
working on for the last 11 months. Mr. Mehan, 
on the other hand, has come out against one of 
the central features of that instrument—the 
plan for reform of the Board of Aldermen. 

COMPTROLLER: -If the new Charter is ap- 
proved, the Comptroller's office will be abol- 
ished on next April 15, with some of the duties 
being assigned to the new elective office of 
City Auditor. The incumbent, Comptroller John 
H. Poelker, was appointed by Mayor Tucker in 
January to replace Milton Carpenter, who re- 
signed. Mr. Poelker previously had made an 
excellent record as Assessor, also a 
which the Mayor had appointed him. 

THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN: The one alder- 
manic contest that has aroused special interest 
is in the Twenty-seventh Ward, where support- 
ers of Raymond T. Percich are conducting an 
active write-in campaign in his behalf. Mr. 
Percich ran second in a three-man contest for 
the Democratic nomination last month. But the 
Democratic City Committee ignored him and 
picked on the low man when the party's nomi- 
nee was forced to withdraw because of illness. 
The Republican nominee is William J. Stewart. 

If the new Charter is adopted, aldermen 
elected now will serve only until next Jan. 28, 
when the 7-7-1 plan of aldermanic representa- 
tion will go into effect. 

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION: Four of the 12 
seats on the School Board will be at stake. In 
our judgment only one of the nine candidates,

Echeal T. Feinstein, an attorney, clearly pos- 
sesses the background and experience that 
ought to be prerequisites for a place on the 
Board. A citizen who votes for Mr. Feinstein

Constitutional Amendment No. 1: This pro- 
posal to raise the salaries of State Senators and 
Representatives to $300 a month will be on a 
separate ballot and, in our opinion,.it ought to 
be adopted. That will be accomplished if a 
majority of voters throughout the state mark 
their ballots For the Amendment. 
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Recovery but Not a Bobm 

The Administration's decision to permit 5 
per cent down payments again on Government- 
insured home mortgages is an acknowledge- 
ment that tight money is somewhat too tight 
for the home-building industry. 

In February new housing starts went down 
to a rate of 910,000 a year, the lowest since 
1949, and the March figures are expected to 
show a further shrinkage. This means, not only 
that new construction is failing to keep pace 
with population growth, but that the home- 
building industry is failing to make its normal 
contribution to the maintenance of a full-em- 
ployment economy. 

Down payments were raised from 5 per cent 
to 7 per cent in the summer of 1955 as one 
of several ways of applying the brakes to in- 
flation. Now the time has come when this 
particular restraint, in the judgment of Gov- 
ernment officials, should be removed. 

But will lower down payments alone make 
much difference in the rate of construction? 
Even though it takes less cash to start building: 
a house, the 95 per cent to be borrowed is still 
hard to get, and interest rates are still high. 
The home-builders’ lobby says more credit 
stimulation will be needed if the lower down 
payments are to be fully effective. 

Yet from the standpoint of the general -eco- 
nomic welfare it would be a mistake to throw 
overboard all credit restraints just when they 
are beginning to be effective. A moderate re- 
covery but not a boom in home construction is 
needed at the moment. The instruments for 
stimulating the industry will have to be used 
carefully, one at a time, as experience indicates 
to be necessary. 
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Fight Over Precious Water 
The legislature of Montana has now joined 
the South Dakota House of Representatives in 
demanding that Congress investigate the way 


the Army Engineers are expending Missouri 
River water. 


From both states the complaint is that water 
required for the production of electric powet 
has been used instead to maintain the neces- 
Sary channel depth for navigation. This. it is 
charged, violates an amendment to the 1944 
Flood Control Act which gave priorities to ex- 
penditures of water for the benefit of the sub 
humid part of the Missouri Valley. An impend- 
ing power shortage in the two states spurs on 
the debate. 

Some such priority as that of the 1944 act 
is in order, for whereas water is a prerequisite 
of prosperity in the humid part of the region, 
in the subhumid part it is a prerequisite of 
survival. 

There is, however, a serious question how 
the priority amendment in question can be 
enforced. The acts of the Army Engineers com- 
plained of in Montana and South Dakota are 
not simple matters of fact, they are complex 
matters of judgment. Any pattern of manage- 
ment of the impounded water will be to some 
extent open to more than one interpretation and 
therefore debatable. 

What is needed here is not so much an iron 
law as an even-handed management in which 
all sides can repose confidence. 

Since the Army Engineers are primarily re- 
sponsible for navigation, there wilt always be 
room for doubt that they are assigning proper 
weight to the uses of impounded water for 
irrigation, power, fish and wildlife. 

An adequate type of management would be 
unified, charged with responsibility toward all 
uses of water and a just balance. 

That is undoubtedly what Senator Murray of 
Montana meant when he introduced.in Congress 
the memorial from his state by saying: 

“A choice between two needs is not an ade- 
quate solution. The real solution is in finding 
ways to meet all the needs. With an integrated 
development of all the resources all of the Mis- 
souri basin needs could be met. I hope that hear- 
ings will deal with more than simply. how to 
ration a scarcity of water.” 

Our region is paying, in the waste of pre- 
cious water, the price of divided, incomplete 
Management of our water-control works. We 
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can stop that waste any time we are ready to 
demand, and keep on demanding until it is 
forthcoming from Congress and the President, 
a single agency of management for our inter- 
state water resources. 
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Under Arms in Germany 

Ten years ago no one would have believed it 
possible ever again. Then the key words for 
Germany were “de-Narzification” and “de-mil- 
itarization.” These two words characterized the 
policies Worked out by the conquerors under 
Gen. Eisenhower for the conquered who so 
lately had lost their mad dictator, Adolf Hitler. 
Germany would be rid of the last traces of the 
tyrannical Nazi order. German life would be 
freed of militarism—the plague that had brought 
it and the world to grief so many times. ° 

‘In the light of the attitudes of 1946 and 1947 
consider what has now happened in the West 
German Republic, where policy has been the 
postwar responsibility of the United States, 
France and Britain. Nearly 10,000 young Ger- 
mans have been drafted into the West German 
army. Conscription for military service is again 
a part of German life. 

How widespread the draft system is can be 
told from the fact that although nearly 100,000 
voung West Germans -were examined for the 
draft, only 393 qualified for exemption from 
service as conscientious objectors. The 9733 
who have been ordered to duty, when added to 
the volunteers in uniform, will make a West 
German military force of 90,000 under arms. 

But there is a more striking fact about the 
current evidences of the return of Germany to 
the world of arms. A German general, Hans 
Speide!l, has become officially the commander of 
the NATO ground forces, with headquarters in 
France. Never a member of the Nazi party, he 
participated in the bomb plot against Hitler. The 
Allies knew him as a highly capable general, 
particularly as Chief of Staff to Field Marshal 
Rommel. And while he was not yet’ reported 
to the NATO command, his arrival has been 
delayed only to throw off a planned Communist 
demonstration. Gen, Speidel’s assignment as a 
NATO commander is now in effect. 

The alternative to putting Germans back 
into uniform and to using them as part of the 
NATO defense was to make the security of 
Western Europe even more a responsibility of 
the Allies, including the United States. And 
year by year the American people have been 
less inclined to invest large military outlays in 
Germany and more inclined to require the Ger- 
mans to prepare to defend themselves. 

In the light of history between World Wars 
I and II, undoubtedly it is a risk to take these 
steps. Yet if Washington and London and 
Paris will keep close track of each develop- 
ment and never again allow a Prussian military 
rule to take over control of Germany, these 
new steps need -not lead to another disaster. 
But vigilance and determination for peace and 
security only Must be the rule from now on. 
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A Wave Hits the High Schools 

The war baby boom is beginning to hit the 
high schools, and Office of Education figures 
show how serious the pressure of new enroll- 
ments is becoming. 

In the fall of 1955, according to these figures, 
the nation had 556,000 more high school stu- 
dents than it had school rooms in which to 
house them efficiently. In the fall of 1956, the 
students beyond normal capacity_had risen to 
610,000—a sharp increase of nearly 10 per cent. 

These figures alone offer a powerful argu- 
ment for prompt federal aid for school con- 
struction. But they are not the whole story. 
High school enrollments to be expected in the 
future can be plotted quite accurately from the 
elementary school enrollments of today. And 
the Office of Education can see coming, with 
all the massive power of a great wave, an in- 
crease in high school enrollments during the 
next seven years of 49 per cent. 

If our high schools today are overcrowded by 
610,000 students, how much more overcrowded 
will they be seven years hence, after another 
increase of almost half in total enrollment? 

It is unnecessary to work out the arithmetic 
of that little problem to understand why so 
much urgency attaches to school construction 
legislation in Congress this year. The nation 
just cannot afford another delay in getting the 
school aid program started. 
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Baden Scores a ‘First’ 

Baden will be the first St. Louis shopping dis- 
trict to get a municipal off-street parking facili- 
tv—and unfortunately it may be the last unless 
the Missouri Legislature comes to the city’s aid. 

Two bills currently buried in the House Com- 
mittee on Governmental Organization and Re- 
lated Matters, will have to be revived and 
passed if other neighborhoods are to enjoy the 
same benefits as Baden. One bill would permit 
the city to condemn residential property for 
off-street parking; the other would permit it to 
pledge future parking meter revenue for retire- 
ment of bonds issued to buy or develop off- 
street facilities. 

Baden’s situation is somewhat unusual. The 
ground on which its new community parking lot 
is to be developed was either vacant or im- 
proved with ramshackle commercial property; 
no residential property was involved. The 
Baden project also differs from others that the 
city would like to undertake in that the total 
cost, $75,000, is comparatively low. The city 
had sufficient parking-meter revenue in hand 
to develop the site. The Baden business com- 
munity, through the Baden Bank, picked up 
revenue bonds in an amount equal to the cost 
of the ground. 

A similar program in the Wellston shopping 
district or the Cherokee neighborhood, say, 
would run to several times the cost of the Baden 
project. To finance it the city would have to 
pledge future parking meter revenues. Every 
other major Missouri municipality has this au- 

thority. St. Louis will have to have it, too. 
¢+¢ 


Billion-Dollar Payroll 
A congYessional committee: on government 
spending reports that for the first time in 
history the federal payroll has reached a total 


of one billion dollars a month. This billion- 
dollar mark in January established an all- 
time high. 


It is a far cry back to the 1952 campaign 
when Candidate Dwight D. Eisenhower was 
making speeches in which he dismissed as 
“nonsense” the argument that it was hard to 
cut the federal payroll. He retorted that: it 
could be cut and under him, after the wasters 
were thrown out, it would be cut. 

Now he knows from actual experience that 
it is hard to cut. He knows also that under 
his Administration, despite all efforts to save, 
the slow inflation in the costs of goods and 
services is a’factor in this new billion-dollar 
monthly federal payroll.

Public Opinion 


In three months more than 27,000 refugees from the Red terror 
of in Hungary have been assimilated into American life; it is a 
proud demonstration of what our country can do; but we shall 
not be through till those still remaining have found homes. 


An Editorial in the Washington Post 


In three months, the people of Amer- 
ica have taken into their homes, their 
factories and offices, their churches 
and their community activities more 
than 27,000 refugees from the Commu- 
nist terror in Hungary. 


With few exceptions, these people 
came here with nothing but the cloth- 
ing they wore. They came unable to 
speak English and with no advance no- 
tion of how or where they would take 
up life again in a strange land. 

Yet so fully and 
rapidly have they 
become a part, of 
this nation that few 
of us are conscious 
of the truly amaz- 
ing dimensions and 
unusual aspects of 
this tremendous re- 
settlement effort. 


There is no need 
to assign “credit” 
for the success of 
this venture. 


Many could have 
prevented it, or 
seriously compli- 
cated the task. None did. American 
immigration laws were ill-suited to the 
unexpected need, but they have been 
made to serve. 

The two dozen or more religious and 
other private agencies which have found 
the homes and the jobs and guided the 
refugees to them were not equipped 
for so gargantuan an effort, but they 
have brought it off in a heartening dis- 
play of co-operative, voluntary en- 
deavor. 

The employers who have provided 
the work, the countless private citizens 
who have opened their homes and their 
hearts to these folk might easily have 
found reasons to evade the opportunity, 
but they did not. 2 

The President's Committee for Hun- 
garian Refugee Relief, which. under

direction of Tracy Voorhees has helped 
to co-ordinate the resettlement, might 
have given in to early fears that thous- 
ands of the refugees would be left 
stranded at Camp Kilmer and might 
have called for a slow-down of the 
whole program. 

But it did not, and a mere handful 
remain at the reception center awaiting 
settlement. 

This is, as Herbert Hoover has noted, 
the third wave of Hungarian immi- 
grants to come to this country in 25 
years. First to escape Hitler's terror, 
then Stalin’s, thousands from Hungary 
have turned to America for haven and 
a new life. 

Those who have come before have 
helped to strengthen and revitalize the 
spirit and the culture of their adopted 
land. 

Those who have come now from a 
new terror will do likewise, as many 
of them already have demonstrated. 

Some 18,000 Hungarians remain in 
Yugoslavia, where they fled when Rus- 
sian troops sealed the Austrian border 
more tightly. 

This country’s task will not be com- 
pleted until it has helped to resettle 
these refugees now in Yugoslavia, an 
appropriate share of the 54,000 remain- 
ing in Austria and perhaps some of 
the 115,000 who have found at least 
temporary refuge in other European 
countries. 

As Mr. Voorhees reported to the 
President, the “emergency phase” of the 
program has been met, however, and 
the handling of the resetttlement pro- 
gram ought to be “routine.” 


The United States, while it can be 
proud of the role it has played, ought, 
above all, to be thankful for this re- 
newed demonstration that its humani- 
tarianism is deep-rooted and strong, 
equal to the challenges of a shrinking 


Low Salaries at the State University 
From The Kansas City Star 


In a group of eight comparable land 
grant institutions, the University of 
Missouri is at or near the bottom in 
average Salary paid to all teaching 


ranks. The same holds true in a com- 
parison with 10 midwestern univer- 
sities. 


Thtse schools, most of them in the 
Big Seven and Big Ten areas, are 
M. U.’s principal competitors in the 
search for teachers. And most of them 
can out-bid M. U. In its annual report, 
the board of visitors notes that “while 
we think the university is still one of 
the outstanding universities in this 
country ... Wwe see signs that this, 
great institution is going to fall behind.’ 

For 1957-1958, the university’ is ask- 
ing $6,788,900 for personal services, 
Considering the need, it is a small re- 
quest. That much money, if granted, 


world in which all men are, indeed, 
neighbors. 
should allow the university to raise 


some assistant, associate and full pro- 
fessors about $500 a year. Even at that 
rate, M. U. would remain behind many 
of the schools of the area. 

The average salary for an associate 
professor now is about $6000. Only 
three universities in this region are 
lower. One pays about $8000 and two 
pay more than $7000. M. VU. instructors 
are at the very. bottom; assistant pro- 
fessors third from the bottom and 
professors fifth from the bottom. 


Eventually—probably in the near fu- 
ture—the unfversity will have to make 
some dramatic advances in its salary 
schedules if it is to maintain a faculty 
of quality. But for 1957-1958 M. U. has 
asked for only modest increases. Surely 
the Legislature will see the problem in 
the light of the welfare of the state.

Automatic booksellers, vending ma- 
chines, may be seen before long in rail- 
way stations, hotels or in the streets 
outside stationers’ shops. 

These 24-hour day, wageless salesmen 
of the future, their efficiency unim- 
paired by strikes or demands for more 
pay, already sell cigarettes, chocolates, 
sweets, postcards, stamps and some 
foodstuffs.

Rocks Can Be Exciting 
THE EARTH WELIVE ON: THE STORY 
OF GEOLOGICAL DISCOVERY, by 

Ruth Moore. (Knopf, 416 pgs., $6.) 


Miss Moore, a former St. Louisan, 
has developed a unique facility for 
taking the facts of science and giving 
them life in a form nearly as exciting 
as a detective story. But since she is 
a good newspaper woman, who began 
work on the St. Louis Star-Times and 
is now on the Chicago Sun-Times, her 
imagination is held in check. She is 
never guilty of the excesses of some 
“popularizers.”’ 

What she has done is to present 
major ideas of geology as they have 
been ferreted out by the various 
curious mén who have looked at the 
earth beneath their feet and wondered 
about it. In many brief and specific 
backward glances, she shows how these 
ideas were developed in the minds of 
investigators, and her story is of them, 
their curiosity, courage and stamina, 
as well as of their discoveries. 

Miss Moore he- 
gins with ancient 
lore about the 
earth and how it 
acted as a brake 
on -the studies of 
early workers in 
the field. The 
earth was the sub- 
ject of many fears 
and _ superstitions 
reaching into the 
eighteenth century, 
For this reason, 
the accounts of the 
first geologists 
are the mdst ro- 
mantic, They 
needed the hearts of revolutionaries, 

Guettard, with his proposition that 
volcanic fire had swept over Europe. 
Cuvier, with his notion that elephants 
once had roamed Paris. Agassiz, with his 
picture of ancient ice ages. These and 
many more brought gradual acceptance 
of the basic principles that the earth 
evolved naturally and that its history 
might be traced. Men found out more 
and more about the structure of rocks, 
how the mountains were thrown up, 
what caused the glaciers. 

Then came such figures as Powell, 
who plunged down the Colorado river 
into the Grand Canyon in his quest 
for facts about gorges. Suddenly, in 
the decade after World War II, the 
field of investigation widened enor- 
mously, so that many scientists became 
engaged in studies in the transforma- 
tion of the materials of the earth, its 
interior, its origin and, finally its age 
(now thought to be four and half bil- 
lion years), 

For this part .of her story, Miss 
Moore has gone to the workers them- 
selves. She has covered a tremendous 
amount of data and has set down the 
salient points about it simply, cogent- 
ly and with zest. She has supplied a 
carefully prepared list of sources and 
an excellent index. There are many 
photographs.

Sunrise.” 


He played in vaudeville, in 
musical revues, as a comedian, 
and as an especially subtle vil- 
lain, on the stage, in the movies, 
on the radio and on television, 

One of his most notable stage 
roles was that of the Willy 
Loman in “Death of a Sales- 
man,” in which he succeeded 
Lee J. Cobb, 

He worked some kind of 
magic to make the transfer 
from the comedy roles in which 


he had become noted to that of 


the sly, cowardly police spy in 
the movie, “Algiers.” Not long 
after that, in 1940, he was Sen- 
ator Stephen A. Douglas in the 
moving picture of “Abe Lincoln 
in Illinois.” 

He was married to an actress 
and musician, Kathleen Arthur. 
June Lockhart, his daughter, 
was a sensation when she ap- 
peared in November 1957 as 
Janet Blake in “For Love or 
Money.” 

Mr: Lockhart was born in 
London, Ont., and after boy- 
hood adventures in the theater 
he was urged by his mother to 
try for a part on Broadway. 
His first Broadway appearance 


was in a Klaw and Erlanger 
musical, “The Riviera Girl,” 
which was short-lived. After 


that, he made repeated stage ap- 
pearances and in between times 
tried his hand at writing 


| musicals. 


His first hit as a dramatie 


_actor was as Bud, a mountaineer 


moonshiner, in “Sun Up,” an 
‘American folk play, in’ 1923.

HERE’S WHAT the Bell and 
Howell accoustical engineers 
advise her to do: place the in- 
strument in a small room rath- 
er than a large.one.

COVER THE FLOOR entirely 
or partly with carpet in the 
room for listening. Low-fre- 
quency bass tones reflect 
strongly from wood or composi- 
tion tile and are reamplified by 
wood floors especially to rooms 
below. Although the best high- 
fidelity instruments have flexi- 
ble mountings to minimize the 
transmission of vibration to the 
floor, insulate the cabinet with 
rubber feet or a heavy carpet 
under the legs where most of 
the floor is bare.

Too Early for Outside Painting. 


HERE are some people who 
T en hardly wait for winter 

to pass so they can get out- 
side and start painting. The 
first warm day will find them 
outdoors, brush in hand, slap- 
ping paint on almost any sur- 
face that isn’t still covered by 
snow and ice. 

Now it’s a fine thing to keep 
outside woodwork painted but 
early spring is not the ideal 
time for this sort of work. In 
the first place, it’s never wise 
to paint when the temperature 
is below 50 degrees or when it 
may get below 50 degrees be- 
fore the paint has had a time 
to properly dry and harden. 

What’s even more important 
is that it’s never a good idea 
to paint over a damp surface 
and the chances are that almost 
any woodwork that has been ex- 
posed to snow, rain and ice for 
many months with not too much 
hot sun to dry it out is going to 
be slightly damp. What hap- 
pens is that the paint either 
fails to dry properly or will 
crawl or perhaps blister and 
eventually peel. 

We suggest you wait a few 
weeks before doing any outside 
painting. Give the woodwork 
a few weeks of mild weather 
with some warm _§$ sunlight 
thrown in to make sure that the 
wood is perfectly dry. If you 
can’t wait to get going on an 
outdoor paint project there is 

plenty of work to be done prior 
to the actual application of the

paint. Use a wire brush to 
remove any loose paint. Sand 
any rough spots smooth. If a 


surface is dirty, wash it down: 


or wipe it clean with turpen- 
tine. Do any necessary putty- 
ing or caulking. By the time 
you get all this work done 
chances are that the woodwork 
will be ready for the paint. 


Hardboard Sheets 

Before you install sheets of 
hardboard it’s best to equalize 
the moisture content of each 
sheet by stacking them with 
sheets of wet paper between 
them. Leave them this way for 
12 hours before application.

NEW YORK, April 1 (INS). 

HE STRANGE plight of Sid Caesar is enough to give 
T everyone around him ulcers, plus trauma and most of 
the frustrations usually reserved for losers. Few tele- 
vision comedians in its lengthening history have had respect 
and honors heaped upon 
them as has Caesar. In 
most gatherings of his 
comic associates, Caesar's 
efforts win admiration. But 
they don’t win much in the 
way of ratings by Trendex, 
Nielsen, Pulse or whatever. 
Sid’s show is a modern, 
adult, intelligent and 


funny show. It has fresh- 
ness and a wonderfully 
imaginative attitude.

The folks who admire Welk are watching Welk. Caesar, 
therefore, is delivering his spoof of Welk’s champagne music 
to an audience ‘made up almost entirely of people who don’t 
know what the heck Sid is spoofing.

INSIDE the limitations of these satires, spoofs, bur- 
lesques, whatever, considerable fun may be found even by 
someone who has no notion of what the joke is based on, 
but it’s a cinch the response is considerably diminished. 

The studio audiences seem to love it? Certainly, but 
studio audiences are New Yorkers, or Manhattan-minded 
visitors who admire Sid, his show, his style, his targets but 
unlike the little girl who never did know what “The Boy 
Friend” was kidding, perhaps poor Sid is kidding himself.

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How Body Declines With Old Age 


Tests Show the Changes That Occur; 


This is the second of a series 
of articles on the problems of 
growing old.

NEW YORK, April 1. 

HE old man—he was 89— 
T trudged on atreadmill. Lest 

he fall, a parachute harness 
hung from the ceiling gripped 
him about the waist. Wires spun 
from his arms and legs carrying 
electrical impulses to meters 
and dials. The man’s face paled 
slightly as the moving walk ac- 
celerated. 

How was the old man’s heart 
reacting to the walk? Had his 
breathing rate changed? How 
much energy did he use in walk- 
ing? How did his muscular ef- 
ficiency differ from that of a 
young man? The instruments 
had the answers. 

Experiments such as these, 
conducted in only a handful of 
laboratories, are telling scien- 
tists what it means—biologically 
and psychologically — to grow 
old. 

It means, for example, that if 
the old person’s tiny blood ves- 
sels in his arms and feet do not 
constrict when chilled, the blood 
wastefully pumps heat out of 
the body. Result: arguments be- 
tween an old mother and her 
daughter over the setting of the 
thermostat. 

It means that the oldster’s 
vision becomes reduced, the 
higher pitches of sound are not 
heard and the ability to act 
quickly declines. This results 
in an apparent loss of intelli- 
gence, but when the old person 
is allowed to set his own pace 
he can learn new things. 

How many intelligent, cap- 
able old people have lost their 
jobs because they were ex- 
pected to learn something at 
high speed under poor visual 
conditions? 

Over all, growing old means 
a reduction in the use of en- 
ergy. This may be attributed 
to weakened muscle strength 
and reduced activity. The slow 
degeneration of the _ thyroid 
gland may be responsible. 

To the brain, age brings hard- 
ening of the arteries that feed 
the nerves. Then arteriosclerosis 
can dim memory and start the 
aged to babbling. That is why 
some old people forget their 
addresses, their grandchildren’s 
names and often even don’t re- 
member to eat. 

The decline in facility is real. 
The susceptibility to numerous 
new diseases actually increases. 
The rate of body growth slows 
and stops. Each change brings 
with it another mark adding to 
the total picture known as old 


age. 

Scientists have new hope that 
they will discover ways of help- 
ing physicians relieve the in- 
exorable deterioration of old 
age. By understanding the 
mental and physical apparatus 
of the old, they will help the 
aging carve a useful place for 
themselves in society. 

And, theyMave reason to be- 
lieve they fay succeed in ac- 
complishing what the medieval 
sorcerer failed to do by magic: 
increase man’s allotted span of 
life. There are but a few clues 
here. 

Dr. Louis I. Dublin, consul- 
tant to the Institute of Life In- 
surance, reports that every 
available bit of information sets 
man’s biological age limit near 
100 years. Every report of men 
living longer than that—for ex- 
ample the Indian from Colom- 
bia reputed to be at least 150 
—brings with it suspicious proof 
of age. 

Although science and public 
health have increased the ex- 
pected length of life at birth by 
more than 20 years since the 
turn of the century by knock- 
ing out infectious diseases, lit- 
tle progress has been made in 
expanding the later years. 

In 1900 your 60-year-old 
grandfather could expect to live 
about 14 more years. Today if 
you are 60 and a man you may 
expect to live about 15 years 
longer. This is because cancer 
and heart disease still take their 
greatest toll in old age and 
science has found little control 
of these afflictions. 

Still there is hope. One 
scientist starves a colony of 
mice and retards their physical 
development. Another does the 
same to fruit flies. The aver- 
age life span of both are in- 
creased, Can it be that a longer 
period of growth influences 
longevity? 

One scientist raises waterbugs 
and a second grows mice. Both 
raise two lines of beings: one 
selected as the offspring of 
young mothers; the other line 
as the progeny of old mothers. 

The young-mother lines in- 
crease in vigor and live longer 
than the old-mother’ groups, 
which grow feeble and die out. 
Insurance statistics suggest, 
too, that offsprings of young 
mothers live longer than those 
of older ones. Can there be a 
chemical—a factor for long life 
—present in the young animal 
and handed down to its chil- 
dren? 

And finally a Dutch experi- 
menter grows male mice iso- 
lated from females. The males 
become shaggy and lice-ridden, 
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finally dying of what appears 
to be old age. 

But by placing a young fe- 
male mouse in the cage with 
the old rodent, the male ani- 
mal is kept clean, well fed and 
healthy, his life span increases 
considerably. Is there some 
unknown potent social psycho- 
logical force that increases life 
span? 

(Dr. Bernard Kutner, in his 
study of 500 old people, found 
the poorest morale among the 
widowed and unmarried who 
lived apart, socially and resi- 
dentially.) 

In spite of these and other 
experiments, there is no ac- 
cepted theory of aging. Some 
scientists believe that old age 
is the pitiable result of a se- 
ries of biological insults—dis- 
ease, injuries, privations — 
throughout life. 

Others assert that imposed 
upon the {Insults is a slow proc- 
ess of aging itself brought about 
by the accumulation of toxins— 
particularly calcium — in the 
body's cells where all the chem- 
ical reactions take place. That 
is why they say the speed of 
electrical impulses through 
nerves slows down in old age. 

And some say that aging is 
part of the program of human 
life. The complex processes of 
life that mesh so neatly to pro- 
duce infancy, puberty and viril- 
ity slowly get out of tempo with 
each other to produce a dis- 
cordant chemistry and old age. 

But the fact of aging is clear 
and measurements demonstrate 
that many biological and psy- 
chological powers actually de- 
cline with age, while others re- 
main steady throughout hife. 
Even so, individuals age differ- 
ently. 
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R. NATHAN SHOCK of the 
[) unites States Public Health 

Service and a leader in the 
research into aging, says it is 
possible to fix a calendar age 
and a mental age but it appears 
impossible at this time to give 
a man a physical age. 

By this he means that if you 
have a heart that is as vigor- 
ous as the average 30-year-old, 
you may have kidneys as feeble 
as those of a-man of 80. But 
there is no way to determine an 
average physical age for the 
young in heart and old in kid- 
neys. 

If a physical age could be set 
in such cases, questions of re- 
tirement and employment would 
be more easily answered. The 
“young” man at 80 could be 
easily separated from the “old” 
at 55. 

But there is much more to 
learn. Information on the bi- 
ology of old people has come 
largely from those in institu- 
tions who are not representa- 
tive of the whole age range.

There is no more pathetic 
story than that of the man cap- 
able and willing to work but 
who is unable to find a job. He 
is considered too old. 

He scans the want ads every 
day, skipping those that set age 
limits, marking down those 
that do not. But he knows from 
experience what is likely to 
happen, 

“Of course,” the personnel 
director will say, “we do not 
have an age limitation in our 
company. But our pension and 
insurance system would be pro- 
hibitively expensive if we hired 
too many men of your age. 
Sorry.”

OMETIMES they lie and say 
G te job is filled. They give 

other excuses but no job. To 
the old man this forced dis- 
employment is a spotlight of his 
uselessness. Socially dead, and 
often with no other interests, he 
waits for biological death, 

Yet if this man and about 
1,000,000 more like him were 
back in the labor force, they 
could add, according to Dr. 
Slichter Sumner, of Harvard 
University, about four billion 
dollars a year to national in- 
come. At this moment only two 
out of five men older than 65— 
about 2,500,000—are employed. 

The further frony is that we 
now have the gréatest number 
of working people in this coun- 
try’s history and the greatest 
proportion of old people. They 
are in the best of health but we 
have the lowest participation of 
the old in the labor force since 
1900, when seven out of 10 
worked. 

Although those over 65 are 
hardest hit by age discrimina- 
tion, the practice reaches into 
the younger groups, as Secre- 
tary of Labor James P. Mitchell 
pointed out recently. Industry 
considers salesmen “old” at 40, 
telephone linemen at 45, book- 
keepers at 55. 

A 56-year-old machine-tool 
operator in Detroit wrote Secre- 
tary Mitchell: 

“I had 30 years’ seniority in 
my former job, but now the 
company. has merged with an- 
other and moved away. I have 
been trying for two and a half 
years to find a job in the auto- 
mobile industry, but nobody 
wants a man over 40.” 

Women drop out of the labor 
force even more rapidly, from 
40 per cent employed in young 
adulthood to 10 per cent in the 
65-and-over group. The social 
pressure on them to be em- 
ployed, however, is not as great 
as on men. 

A much more subtle problem 
confronts the aging woman, 
whose principal occupation, in 
three out of four cases, is keep- 
ing house, Her children grow

Is retirement good for those 
over 65? Some studies show 
that retired workers are health- 
ier and live longer than those 
who stay on the job. One study 
shows that morale drops soon 
after retirement, then climbs 
slowly. 

But the workers themselves 
seem less inclined to retire. A 
study made by the Consolidated 
Edison Co. showed that 65 per 
cent of retired workers did not 
want to retire: one-third be- 
cause of financial pressures, the 
others because they wanted to 
work,

N a national study, made by

more than half of the people 
over 65 who stopped working 
did so for health reasons.

Consolidated Edison 
found that it saved $111,000 out 
of its pension funds by not re- 
tiring 82 workers who wanted 
to continue. The dicision to 
retire, however, may be diiffi- 
cult to make, especially since 
there are no clear-cut ways of 
determining the physical age of 
a worker. Some may be older 
physically than their years; oth- 


ers much younger. 
T times meet with economic 

disaster as they attempt to 
use their savings to enter small 
business. .Mrs. Geneva Mathia- 
sen, director of the National 
Committee on the Aging, guess- 
es that the bankruptcy rate for 
new businesses started by peo- 
ple over 65 must be inordi- 
nately high. 

“The chicken farmer who has 
been working hard all his life 
to make a go of it finally re- 
tires to a small apartment in 
the city where he can be near 
his children,” she said, “‘but the 
city man, without any experi- 
ence, thinks he’s going to buy 
that farm and make a great 
success out of it.” 

To forestall such failures, 
many companies are instituting 
pre-retirement counseling. Such 
counseling includes advice on 
how to get medical help, how to 
involve oneself in the commu- 
nity, how to do a hundred and 
one things with the copious free 
time that retirement brings. 


Labor unions have become 
interested in the retired worker, 
too. The Jnited Automobile 
Workers have 50,000 retired, 
voting members who wield great 
power in certain locals. Unions 
are beginning to include anti- 
age discrimination clauses in 
their contracts, too. 

State Senator Thomas C. Des- 
mond, chairman of New York's 
legislative committee on aging, 
recently suggested a legal bar 
to age discrimination in the 
state. Massachusetts already 
has such a law. Before long, the 
old people may have enough 
votes to get such legislation in 
many states.

Answer: Four spades. Once 
partner can raise freely we want 
to take a fling at game.

Y whole party was received 
M: 5:30 p.m. by the Sultan, 
who sat in an armchair on 
a raised platform.
